JAMAICA SCENE OF DISASTERS. 


Fate Hai Pursued the Island by Hur- 


ricane and Quake. 


Jamaica has been tho scone of 


many catastrophes of nature, both by 
storm and earthquake. A groat earth- 
quake visited tho Island In 1892, de- 
stroying Port Royal, when out of 
3,000 houses only 200 wore left stand- 
ing. It was this catastrophe that led 
to tho founding of Kingston. In 1782 


Kingston had a flro which destroyed 
property to tho value of $2,500,000, 
and In 1843 another flro caused dam- 
age to the amounut of about $15,000,- 
000. A tremonduous hurricane visited 
tho Island In 1815. Tho.whole Island 
was destroyed, hundreds of houses 
wore washed awny, vessels wore 
wrecked and about 
1,000 persons 


wore drowned. 


In August, 1880, n cyclone passed 


over tho eastern half of Jamaica, de- 
stroying nearly all tho wharves In tho 
harbor of Kingston and also caused

DETAILS OF THE DISASTER. 


New York Gets Information of Great 


Confusion. 


Now York.—Some additional details 


of tho disastrous

overtook Kingston. Jamaica, Monday 
afternoon, wero received hero early 
Wednesday. 


The excitement and confusion and 


the debris which closed many streets 
hampered the firemen, and It was 
some tlmo before thty could get to 


to fight tho 


• People rushed wildly about, follow- 
ing the firut earth tremor, which 
lasted several minutes, and succeed- 
ing shocks, which came quickly but 
which wero of lesser force, added to 
tho terror. 
Tho crash 
of toppling 


houses added to tho .general fright 
and It was some time before the peo- 
ple recovered and set to work to 
rescue tho unfortunates who had been 
caught in collapsed buildings. 


Tho general hospital was not seri- 


ously damaged by tho earthquake and 
there tho injured were taken as fast 
as they were recovered. 


Sir James Swettonlmm, governor of 


Jamaica, was prompt in taking meas- 
ures to stop tho panic and disorder. 
Ho was ably assisted by Sir Alfred 
Jones, a visitor. 


Many persons mode their way to 


tho hills fallowing tho disaster, but 
their flight was orderly. Tho fire waa 
under control Into Monday night. It 
was still burning in places along tho 
wharves, but danger of Its spreading 
was believed to bo over.

of legislation Hcuklng tlu> regulation 
nnd control of tho local public service 
corporations. Whether this work shall 
bo placed tinder tilt) direction of the 
railway rate commlbHlon or under a 
new commission to ho authorized, la 
n matter for tho legislature to deter- 
mine. In some states where control 
is exercised over tho utility corpora- 
tions u commission separate and dis- 
tinct from tho body supervising the 
railways looks after tho nflnlrs of tho 
street railways, iiitcnirhau linen, elec- 
tric nnd gas companies, water and 
telephone companies. 
While making 


no specific recommendation covering 
tho matter. It Is understood that Gov. 
Davidson is strongly inclined to favor 
extending tho powers of the present 
commission Instead of sanctioning tho 
organization of a new commission. 
Ho does not, however, desire In any 
way to retard tho work of the commis- 
sion through tho Imposition of new 
duties by the legislature, which In 
nny way will Interfere with the com- 
mission's present work.

In favor of municipal ownership. Less 
than half of tho normal vote, was cast, 
the total for tho city plant being 
1.032 and 288 against.

to supply light to private consumers. 
Tho city olllclals deny tlw right of tho 
old company to compete with the 
municipal plant and state that It will 
bo shut down. 
Tho company will 


probably bring Injunction proceedings 
to prevent tho building of the new 
plant. 


Tho estimated cost of the new plant 


Is $80,000. The cost of the present 
plant, which also Includes the man- 
agement of tho stroot railway, Is prob- 
ably double that amount.

Judges Quartos of Wiscon- 
sin, McConms of Maryland nnd Prltchard of North Carolina were all senator* 
who had lost out when elevated to llfo positions on tho bonch. Aside, from 
JUUJOB Evans and McCnJI. there IB Judge Dayton of West Virginia, who wai 
a member of tho house. Few, If any, of theso Judges when In congress ever 
cut any figure in constitutional debates. 
Inasmuch as President Roosovelt 


has freely criticised judicial decisions in the recent past, it is probable that 
tho policy of rewarding so-called "lame ducks" also may como In for crltlcsm 
from other sources of public life.
